1. Kach year every dog over four

Every person who keeps or harbors a dog, or who knowingly permit* 
the keeping or harboring of a dog upon his premises, shall, for the pur- 
poses of listing and taxation, be deemed the owner thereof; and the 
assessor and his deputies shall ascertain the owner or harborer of uach 
dog within hia territory, and liat und return th«» same by magisterial 
districts. The Auditor shall provide blank spaces in assessors' books 
and schedules, ami the assessor, in listing a dog, shall enter its descrip- 
tion upon the schedule, stating the kind,* aex, age, color, aise and 
name, if any. 

2. The owner of every dog over four months of age shall pay a 
license tax thereon of one dollar. The Brat assessment under this act 
■ hall be made in the year 1906, between the fifteenth day of Septem- 
ber and the thirty-first day of December. .>aid licenae tax shall be 
due and collectible as other taxea, and collected by the sheriff and re- 
ported to the Auditor and paid to the Treasurer, but the sheriff shall 
keep such license tax on dogs separate from other funds, and so report 
to the Auditor and pay to the Treasurer, and the Treasurer and Audi 
tor shall keep separate accounts of such taxes by counties. The 
amount collected by license tax on dogs shall be used to indemnify 
losses by the killing or injuring of sheep )>y dogs, as herein provided, 

3. Whenever any sheep are killed or injured by dogs, the owner 
or person having custody of same shall, without delay and within 
twenty-four hours after such killing or injury is made known to him, 
notify the magistrate in whose district the sheep are located and make 
affidavit setting forth the number of sheep killed and the number in- 
jured, the kind, grade or quality, amount and nature of injury 
thereto, and that such damage was not caused in whole or in 
part by a dog owned or harbored by him, and that he does not know 
whose dog caused the damage, or, if known, abd such account reduced 
to judgment could not be collected on execution. The magistrate 
■hail then appoint two disinterested and 'discreet freeholders of the 
neighborhood where the injury waa done, to appraiae the damage, and 
•hall furniah them with claimant's affidavit or a copy thereof, and the 
appraisers shall forthwith examine such sheep and make a written re 
port on the claim to the magistrate, who shall forthwith forward the 
claimants affidavit and the appraiser's report to the oounty clerk, t<>- 

V-lhei with his recommendation endorsed thereon. The clerk 'shall 
file same in his office and endorse thereon the date of such filing. The 
magistrate and each of the appraisers shall be allowed fifty cents for 
their services, to be paid out of the dog tax fund of such countv as 
other claims 

4. At each meeting of tue fiscal court the claims for loss or dam- 
age to sheep, which have been filed not less than thirty days prior to 
such meeting, shall be taken up and considered, and rejected, or, if 
correct an.*, just, allow the same, or such parts thereof as may be 
deemed right: Provided, That the flical court may require additional 
evidence on any such, claims, either by oral testimony or affidavits. 
Such claims as are allowed shall be filed with the Auditor, who shall, 
after the first ot January of each year, take up- all such claims by 
counties, and draw up hia warrants upon the Treasurer in favor of 
elaimant for the amount allowed by the fiscal court. Provided, If the 
amount of the dog tax fund to the credit of any county be not sufficient 
to pay allclaima for such county, the Auditor shall pro rate the claii 
•from such county. Any surplus remaining; to the credit of a county 
after all such claims are allowed shall be transferred to the credit of 
the echool fund of such county. 

5. Every person owning or harboring a dog shall be liable to tin 
party injured for all damages done by such dog; but no recovery ahal 
be had for personal iiijuriea to any person when they are upon thi 
premises of the owner of the dog after night, or upon the owner't 
premises engaged in soin^ unlawful act in the day time. Whenever re

covery is had before any court for damages to sheep by a dog, the 
court may order the defendant to kill or cause to be killed such dog 
Within two days after the rendition of the judgment. 

«. Any dog returned for taxation and the tax on which is paid 
when due, shall be regarded as property and shall be entitled to same 
protection as live stock. The owner ot any dog listed for taxation 
which msr be injured or killed oontrary to law, or carried or enticed 
away. from the premises of the owner or harborer, for the purpose of 
killing or injuring such animal, or depriving the owner thereof, may 
recover exemplary damages o' the person for so killing or injuring or 
enticing away such dog: Provided, That . in the trial of any action 
for damages arising under this section it shall be competent to offer in 
evidence whether in listing such dog any value was afllxed by the 
owner and the amount of such valuation. And any person violating 
the provisions of this section (hall be liable to prosecution as in case 
of injuring any live stock or personal property of another. 

7. Any owner or harborer of a dog, subject to be taxed, who shall 
fail or refuse to list same with the assessor, shall be fined in any aum 
not exceeding *10 for each dog he so fails or refuses to list for taxa- 
tion ; and any person who shall keep or harbor a dog upon his premises 
or elsewhere, and who fails or refuses to pay tax thereon when due, 
■flat) be fined in any sum not exceeding 926 for each offense and, upon 
conviction, the judgment may include an order requiring such dog to 
be killed, which order may he executed by any peace officer, wh.. shall 
be allowed $1 therefor, to be taxed as costs. It shs!l be the duty ol 
the sheriff and his deputies, and each constable in his district, to kill 
or cause to be killed any dog, the owner of whicn has failed or refused 
to pay the tax thereon when doe, and for each dog so killed, without 
the order of a court, such officer shall be allowed by the fiscal court 
fifty cents, to be paid out of the dog tax fund For the purp >se of this 
act, the tax on dogs shall be considered due on the first day- of March 
of each jear: Provided however, The sheriff may collect such tax at 
any time and in such a manner as taxes are now collectiale by law. 

I.' If any person shall willfully poison any dog not his own, and 
not upon the premises of the one so poisoning, shall be fined not less 
than *5 nor more then |25. Any person violsting the provisions of 
this section shall be liable in damages for any dog poisoned thereby. 
But nothing herein shall be construed to affect or render invalid any 
ordinance of any city providing for killing dogs running at large. 

it. A justice ol the peace, on proof that any dog is mad, or bai 
been bitten by a mad dog. or has killed or wounded any sheep, shall 
order such dog to be killed ; and the officer who executes the order 
shall be paid one dollsr by the owner of the dog and collected as costs 
If any person shall conceal a dog ao ordered to be killed, or prevent 
the execution of the order, he shall be fined «5 for every day he shall 
so'offend. Any msd dog or dogs having the disease known as thi 
• rabies" may be killed by any person. 

10. That an act, entitled "An act to amend chapter 29, General 
Statutes." approved May 17, 1886. be, and the same is hereby, repealed 
and all laws in conflict with this act are. to the extent or such conn" 
hereby repealed.

Mt. Sterling is a city of the Fourth Clasa. 

Under the heading, Municipal Corporations, Kourth Class— Legis- 
lative Department, Section 8490, subsection 27, on page 1268 of the 
Kentucky Ststutes, we read the following which at this time and under 
existing conditions, is interesting and instructive: 

27. Liquors— license, regulation of restraint of sale.— fee. The 
couucil shall have power, by ordinance, to license, permit, regulate or 
restrain the sale of all kinds of vinous, spirituous or malt liquors 
within the limits of the city, or to restrain or prohibit the sale 
thereof within one mile of the limits thereof, provided nothing herein 
shall be construed as granting the power or right to one town or city to 
license, permit, regulate, restrain or prohibit the sale of spirituous, 
vinous or malt liquors in any other town or oity, and may fix the pen- 
ally or fine for violation of an ordinance under this sction at any sum 
not exceeding one hundred dollars: Trpvide.i, That no lieenae to sell 
such liquors, to be drunk on the premiaea where aold, granted under 
this seetion, shall be for a less amount than two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars nor for a greater amount than one thonsand dollars. Per license 
to sell same by retail, for medical purposes, they may charge not less 
than fifty dollars nor more than five hundred dollars. For license to 
sell same by retail in quaatitiee not less than a quart they may charge 
not l«ss than one hundred dollars nor more than five hundred dollars. 
The board of council shall, at any time, have the power and authority 
to refuse to grant any linense, and to suspend or revoke any license 
granted under or by virtue of the authority conferred by this section, 
when the board shall deem it necessary ao to do in order to preserve 
the peace or good morals ot said town*, and said board of council 
shall be the exclusive judges of the necessity.

Pikes Peak Forest Reserve Pum- 
ishes Valuable Material From 
Its Burned Areas. 

Although it ha? heen known for 
a number of years that fire killed 
timber has a considerable value in 
railroad and m'ning operations in 
Colorado, it has been brought oot 
only recently by the Forest Ser- 
vice that a wide number of uses 
are open for this timber, and that 
in certsMn respects it h a « actual 
advantage over green wood. 

These facts are deduced from a 
study of conditions of Pikes Peak 
Forest Reserve, where the ravages 
of fire have been particularly wide- 
spread and destructive. In many 
instances the burned timber is the 
only kind available a; a particular 
point, for eximple, in preximity to 
a mine or a spur of rajlroad, so 
for timber and ties the dead ma- 
terial has been used for uianyyeais 
—fifteen 3 ears at Palmer Lake, 
seven years at Florissant for rail- 
road ties, and longer than this for 
mine timbers. Three years ago it 
was first uted for box boards and 
has proved excellent. In May, 
1905, there was a sale for telephone 
poles. 

Time elapsed since burning 
seems to make no great difference 
in the value of the wood, except 
that when' serious checking result* 
it loses its value for box purposes. 
Th.» timber used has been burned 
all the way fioni three to fifty-flve 
years. 

At Rosemont, Colo., burned tim 
ber or all kinds is made into tie*, 
some of the material having twen 
led liity years ago. I, is as- 
serted that dty ties last as lonp as 
green ties and in many case* 
longer. For many purposes fire- 
killed timber should be preferred 
to «recn timber because it is so 
well seasoned.

A London interview of Mr. Bry- 
an : 

"1 notice that I am now describ- 
ed by some hi conservative, and in 
order that there may be no misun- 
derstanding pn that subject, permit 
me to Pay that In one Settle I al- 
ways have been a conservative. V, 
howevir, by the word conservative 
they mean that I have changed o>y 
position on any public question or 
moderated my opposition to corpo 
rate aggrandisement, they have a 
surprise waiting for them. I am 
more radical than 1 was in 1896 
and have nothing to withdraw on 
economical questions which have 
been under discussion. I believe 
in bimetalism and that the restora- 
tion of silver would bring still 
further prosperity, besides restor- 
ing par in exchange between gold 
and silver-using countries; but I 
recognize, as do all other bimetal- 
lists whom I have met abroad, that 
the unexpected and unprecedented 
increase in gold production has for 
the present removed the silver 
question as an issue. In 1800 some 
came back who were against us In 
189(5 and we did not shut the door 
against tuem. I have no idea that 
the party will require tickets of 
admission in the coming campaign.

For a long time past the Adams 
Express Company, and possibly 
otherp, have been acting as tl)e 
agents of mail order liquor dealers 
and aiding aud abetting them in 
violating our local option laws. 
Recently the grand jary of Knox 
countv indicted the said Express 
Company on several counts for such 
lolations. The local courts imp- 
osed heavy fine, and the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals affirmed the Jud- 
gments. 

The evidence showed that un- 
scrupulous dealers In whiskey, by 

general system, through the aid 
of the express company, constantly 
and largely violated the local op- 
tion laws of the state. Through 
this system the names of tbe 

thirsty" ones in a community 
were obtained by tbe dealers, and 
without any order or contract, 
whlskv in gallon packages were 
sent to each of them. In some 
way the fact was conveyed to the 
thirsty one, and he hastened 
the express office, paid the express 
charges plus the price of the 
whisky, and proceedtd to slake bis 
thirst. 

Tbe agent it' the express company 
pocketed his commission oi 
sale and sent the balance t< 
express company. They in tum, 
deducted their carrying charge 
and paid what was left to the 
whiskey dealer. The defense of 
the express company was that th< 
goods were shipped trow another 
etate, and therfore an interstate 
transaction. Tbe court he d that 
inter-state commerce cannot b 
based upon fraud or chicanery 
but must necessarily be a legitimate 
transaction. 

"The constitution and statutes 
of the 'United 8tsite8 are not -snields 
criminal*; nor do they furnisb 
eans by which crime may by 
effectuated Tue transaction which 
took place between Cincinnati and 
Barbourvllle bears the sa 
semblance to 'interstate commerce

He decided 
that it was impossible that both 
did not know tbat the transaction 
was not onlv illegal but criminal, 
id that th v were the paid ac- 
complices ol the criminal con- 
signors. 

He concludes nv savirg that he 
doe? not believe in .i express 
company can thus n'|»»t«M»«d» 
thrust the shadow of its gicd tw- 
tween the people and their right to 
protect themselves. 

Again has our appellate court 
spoken in no uncertain tone on the 
questii n of the !iqu >r traffic, and 
n thus doing has honored itself 
and the people of the state as well 
With our railroal systems refusing 
their own volition to transport 
liquor into places where the poeple 
have said they do not want is, and 
our court of final resort declaring 
that express companies, shall no 
do it, tt does look like the peopli 
ought to be able to take care of the 
blind tiger and boot-legger. The 
argument that to put out the saloon 
opens tbe way for the illegal seller, 
seems to be a back number in Ken- 
tucky. To use it, will be a severe 
reflection on ones intelligence — 
Tne Kentucky Issue.
